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SEX DIFFERENCES IN BRAIN. 

Crichton-Browne Tella Why Women 

Think Quickly, Men Are Originators.

Prof. — Barnes's Microthermometer 

Successfully Tested on Recent Trip. 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, May 9.—Prof. H. T. Bar- 
nes of McGill University, who artived 
in England on Wednesday, had an op-" 
portunity of testing his microthermoin- 
eter for the detection of icebergs during 
the voyage aboard the steamer Royal 
George from Halifax to Bristol. The 
results confirmed: his previous obser- 
vations, 

The vessel left Halifax May 1. ° The 
first berg was seen on the afternoon of 
may 2. During the following night 
and early morning a number passed at 
a distance of two or three miles. In 
addition to the “ growlers’”’ low in- the

Hendrickson replied: ‘‘ That's right.”

Gordon gave to each member of the crew 
of the boat £5, ($25,) but he inajisted that 
no arrangement to that effe been 
made, and the first he heard of a reward 
was a the lifeboat reached the Car- 
pathia 

Hendrickson had previously testified 
that “his: boat, which could hold thifty-} 
four persons, contained only twelve, e 
up. of seven. members of the crew, and 
two women, and three men passengers. 
One of the women, witness said, was 
Lady-Duff Gordon, but he did not know 
who the other was. He was asked if-it 
were Mrs. Astor, but his reply was that 
he did not ‘know. 

The witness said the objection of Sir 
Cosmo Duff-Gordon to going back to 
the scene of the Titanic’s sinking was 
that it would be dangerous, as the boat 
might be swamiped. endrickson agreed 
with Sir Cosmo that it would be danger- 
ous, but said that they might have re- 
turned, as, with so many men in the boat 
per should have been able to keep those 
in the water from swamping her. 

Witness added that with - proper or- 
pone it would have been possible to 
oad all the boats to their fyll capacity. 

At the request of the attorney for the 
White Star Line Hendrickson will be 
called. to the stand to-morrow for cross- 
examination. 

Other jseamen ‘also testified to-day that 
their boats did ‘not return to thé imme- 
diate vicinity of the wreck’ bécause, their’ 
passengers/feared.that the boats would 
be ‘swamped.

‘The revelation that baseball has been 
transformed tito @ gambling game by 
the institution of pools,. tickets for 
which are sold in cigar stores and 
liquor saloons, and by itinerant ped- 
dlers, destroys the cherished theory that 
our National game is free from the 
reproach formerly attached to horse- 
Tracing.. The World prints a sample 
baseball pool ticket, sold for '26. cents, 
and giving the purchaser a chance to 
win $25, $15, $10, or $3 daily for a 
week. It is said that ff all the tickets 
for one of these pools are ecld the 
promoters receive $128, of which they 
pay out only $68, leaving a profit of 
$60. . Pools are sold also at higher 
prices, promising greater returns. 

This-business, of: course, is in, defi- 
ahce of the law, and the poolsellers 
ate liable to fine and imprisonment. 
They should be hunted down without 
delay, and the obvious: duty: of the 
managérs of the baseball leagues is 
to exert themselves to identify and 
suppress the gamblers, Baseball 
transformed into a means of tempting 
boys and young mento risk . their 
own or. their employers’. money in 
gambling could not. survive another 
season.
